—Un Saturday evening a young man who was
engaged in peddling goods visited u publie house
on Fifth street, below Callowhill, where ho
offered some ellk poplin for sale. One of the
females of the establishment took the matarial
from him under the pretextof showing it to
some one in the upper part of the building.
After waiting some time for the return of the
female, the pedlar inguired the enusc of the
delay, when, it s alleged, he was accosted by
two young men, who sald they were detectivos
and suepected him of dolng business withont a
license,  After belng detalned some time, the
pedlar left the house and proceeded to the office
of Alderman Godbou, where he took out war-
rants for the arrest of the woman and the two
men.  After a hearing they were held in #1000
to answer at Court for the alleged offense,

—The Coroner held an inquest yesterday on
the body of Willlun E. Owens, aged fifty-fonr
years, who was Instantly killed en Saturday
night, on the Norristown Rallroad, at Flat Roek,
Twenty-first ward.

DEATH MOWING DOWN THE MISERS.

Another *Poor” Man Dies Wealthy—Edward
V. Turdy, the Faited Fool of Wertune—The
Mornl of & Miser's End.

The King of Terrors Is after the misers with n
vengeance, nnd is reaping the rich karvest of
solf-persunded poverty e bns had for manir i
long day, ‘Throe weeks ngo Lyman Allyn left
his trensure of three-quarters of o million behind
him in o garret of Tavlor's Hotel, Jersey City,
and cloged s eyes In death without o soul Lo
sée or mourn hls departure. lLocky Ostrom,
after grubblog ponnies together for balfl n con-
tury, accumulated & fortune and died the other
day withont spending any of i, I'he last cose
in that of Edward V. Tardy, who gave up the
ghost on Friday night, at No. 264 Sixth avenue,
ufter spending sevonty-lwo years on this miser-
able earth making money wond using noneof it

Tardy had the true instinet of the miser. Ho
not alone went ;irul-hlng formoney, but grubbed
in the strect garbuge for bread crasts and wasted
vegetables, He had u keon eye for potatoes and
turnips, and left fow of these healthy esculents
in the path of the ragpicker. Pieces of moeat he
pieked up and carrled home with bim to hils
wretched place of abode In a cellar on Green-
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wich avepue and torned them into soup. Fid-
ward V, Tardy was born In this cily in the year
17, of French and Eoglish parents. s
uncle, Alexis Deebauvigre, wos nt one time the
acdredited Minister of France to this country.
Tardy's father wan well-to-do, and along with his
on took n mmrhnunm part in seoking the set-
tlement of the French spoliation clajms. Tardy,
Jr., when twenty-seven years old hoad a ship of
his own, in which he salled to almost every port
in the world, to the West and East Indles, var)-
ous parts of Africa, Asln, and South Ameriea,

He traded extensively with the savages of the
Boclety, Bundwich, nud Philippine Islands, and
wae on his way back to New York with a cargo
of immense value, when he suffered complete
shipwreck and lost everything but his life.
Twonty years more of Lis life were devoted to
the making of money, and In that time his luek
was no betier, for he lost two fortunes in darin
speculation. Tired and disgusted with thesickl
jnde that dlepenses the favors of wealth and
prosperity, he decided never again to run
counter to what appeared hiz Inevitable destiny
—that of foiling in every speculation—and so it
happencd he settled slowly down to the slow,
cautious, and susplelous habits of s wveritable
miger.

He became wholly altered in mind and manner,
talked no more of ‘rll'll.l’ (‘Iltcl']lr]hﬂﬁ in com-
merce, and turned taciturn and wisanthropteal.
He descended from his high position as a specu-
lator, bold and brave, and grovelled in the gut-
ters for o paltry pile of pennles. Ille never
married, but lived with & sister whose cecen-
tricity of habit was about equal to his own.
Both lived in the ndement of a house In Green-
wich avenue, where they had three rooms, and
where they passed a lile of unparalleled penury,
They were worth at this time perhaps 850,000,
but they never bought a meal if they could
contrive to glean from the garbage of the mar-
kot places enough to sustain life. Fioally
the sister grew sick, and the brother, deom-
ing the expense of a doctor's altendance
entirely too great, had her removed to Bellavue
Hospltal, where she died. She left him $8000,
out of which he wae reluctantly compelled to
pay &H0 for hier burinl expenses. After this
event he was left all alone In the world, passing,
amid erawling vermin and heaps of filth, a life
of semi-starvation. His Flll\‘l'[i{pl' hint was built
and bought twenty-five years ngo, and his shoes
eamg Into existence ot the time of the Mexiean
War. He follows d no particular business, and
never wholly surrendered his passion for specu-
lation. He confined Ity however, to limited in-
vestments in rallway mocks and national secu-
rities, of which he left the full of two old trunks.
Among his papers were discovered a number of
shares in the scheme to recover the Captain
Kidd treasure. The old man ultimately foll
sick, and was in an almost dying condition
in  his misfrable hovel on Greenwich
uvenue, when o kind-hearted, half-grazy
old fellow named Dr, Willlam Scott Downey, a
character much like Dr, Rlceaboceo In Bulwer's
“My Novel," found him ont and earried him to
his place at No, 274 Sixth avenue, laid bhim in
bed and sttended fnithfully to him nlght and
day for two weeks, but in vain. Edward V.
Tardy gave up the ghost Fridoy evening, leaving
bonds, securities, eash, ete., worth, at & bhorried
culeulation, 50,000, and bequesthing, in a will
of about ten lines, the whole to the children of
a nephew who died some time ago, and whose
widow 18 now married to a Mr, Houghton, of
this city. He had a niece married to a Colonel
Stewart, of Philadelphia, but he left her nothing.
John Cochran, sexton of Pr. Gallaudet's Chureh,
Eighteenth street, will take his remaine to
Greenwood at 10 o'clock to-morrow,.—N, Y,

Letter to Gavernor Geary from Baron Gerolt
—Another Plen tor Mercy.

Baron Gerolt, Minister to Washington from
the North German Confederation, has addressoed
Governor Geary the [ollowing letter:—

Legarion or mug Nowry GErman Uxiox,

WasinxnGroN, Dee. 8, 1860, —Dear Governor:—

Alter my Interview with your Excellency in
Hurrisburg, on the 4th inst., 1 returned to Wish-
Ington deeply impressed with the conviction
that the judicinl proeeedings in the case of Dr.
Schovppe, who bad been accused of having
cnused the death off his patient, Miss Btennecke,
by administering to her prossic acld, were con-
ducted with Impartiality according to the laws
of Penusyivania, and that the statements in the
public papers, and in private letters nddrossed
to your Excellency, ngainst the Integrity of the
_iur'l-l-- and the Criminal Conrt who gave their
verdict of guollty, are without foundation and
Juetice.

I wm happy to say to your Exccllency that the
groat excitement of the German population in
thils country agninst the sentence of death of
Dr. Behioeppe was enuged by the opinion, publicly
expressed, by moedical suthorities in Philadel-
phin, New York, Baltimore, Washington, and in
other cities, by whom Dr, Alken's chemical
analysls of the contents of Miss Btenneckoe's
stomach liad been examined, that the evidenee
of polson (prussic acld) presented to the jurore
and to the Criminal Court was jnsuflicient and
doubtful.

This uncertainty of the symptoms of the prus-
gic ncid in the aforesald analysis, has since beon
strengthened by all medical wuthorities in this
country who have been consulted on the subject.
On my return to Washington, 1 took pains my-
gelf in examining the numerous petitions and
oplonlons addressed to me from varlous parts of
the country, and they all agree that the evidence
of prussic acld or any other poison having been
the couge of Misg Steinneck's desth is Insuf-
ficient.

From the testimonies of distinguished medi-
cal authorities whom I consulted, I beg lenve to
present to your Excellency the inclosed opinion
of the Medical Society in Washington,

Upon g0 many respectable authorities, and In
consideration of the exlsting friendly relations
and feelivgs between the United States and Ger-
many. I had taken the liberty of addressing your
Excellency persenally ot your residence on
behalf of Dr. Schoeppe, with the conseént and
tho kind introduction of the honorakle Secretary
of State of the United States, Having been
kindly requested by your Excellency to address
you in writing, have now the honor flo
comply with that request, and, together with so
many thousands of my countrymen in this coun-
try, | beg your Excellency to take into Kind
consideration their petitions on behalf of Dr.
Bchoeppe, and their apoeal to your Excellency,
to the exercise of which privilege you are enti-
tled by the constitution and laws of Pennsyl-
vanla as Governor of that Stute.

In expressing aguin to your Excellency my
sincere gratitnde for the kindness with which
youn bave recelved my vislt wnd my verbal
reprosentation on behall of Dr. Schoeppe, I beg
to add thot the information which have re-
ceived, #lnce my return 1o \\'nﬁllin}:lnn, of the
respectability of his famlily and of his {amlvn-
slonal education nt the privcipal universities in
Germany, seem to justify the sympathies mani-
fested under the clreumstances by his country-
men and many Amerlean eltizens,
